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Abstract[] The genus Iragoides Hering has been considered as a junior synonym of Phlossa Walker. The both genera 
contain 12 species together. However[] the type species of Phlossa does not accord with that of /ragoides in the male 
and female genitalia. Therefore[] the genus name /ragoides Hering is available and restored here. In /ragoides[] the 
juxta has minute spines in the posterior portion or a pair of membranous processes bearing hair at each side in the male 


genitalia[] and the corpus bursae has two signa which usually are trigonal plates bearing minute spines in the female 


genitalia. In Phlossa[] the juxta is typical[] without any spines or processes in the male genitalia] and the corpus 


bursae has a crescent signum in the female genitalia. Four species of the genus Phlossa Walker and five species of the 
genus Iragoides Hering are recognized from China[] including Z. lineofusca[] a new species described herein. 
Iragoides elongata Hering is reported for the first time in China. The photographs and the genital illustration of the 
examined species are given. Keys to the Chinese species of both two genera are provided. The type specimens of the 
new species are deposited in the Institute of Zoology[] Chinese Academy of Sciences[] Beijing[] China.

The genus Phlossa was erected by Walker in 
1858[] based on the type species[] Phlossa fimbriares 
Walker. It was established in the Noctuidae and was 
placed in the Limacodidae by Swinhoe[] 1892. Hering 

O 1931[] established the genus ragoides[] based on the 
type species[] Miresa crispa Swinhoe[] 1890. Hering 

[] 1931[] 1933[] placed another seven species in the 
genus] including 7. conjunctd] Walker[]. Because P. 
fimbriares Walker is a junior subjective synonym of J. 
conjuncta] Walker [] the genus name /ragoides Hering 
was superseded with Phlossa Walker] Inoue et al .[] 
1982[] Holloway et al .[] 1987[]. Setora neutra Swinhoe 
was transferred to the Phlossa by Holloway et al. in 
1987. Yang and Jiang] 1992[] described a new species 
of Phlossa from China. 

However[] the type species of Phlossa Walker does 
not accord with that of /ragoides Hering in the male and 
female genitalia. Therefore[] the genus name /ragoides 
Hering is available and restored here. 

At present[] the genus Phlossa Walker contains 
five species and /ragoides Hering seven species in the 
Oriental and Palearctic region. In China[] seven species 
of these two genera have been recorded] Hering[] 1931[] 
1933[] Cai[] 1981[] 1982[] Yang and Jiang[] 1992[] up to 





now. In this paper[] nine species are reported from 
China[] including one species described as new to 
science and one species newly recorded in China. 

The type specimens of the new species are 
deposited in the Institute of Zoology[] Chinese Academy 
of Sciences[] Beijing | China.
